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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-29 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The relevant prior art 
does not adequately disclose or suggest the claimed apparatus or method for terminating a 
physiological process that causes cessation of breathing to occur before cessation of breathing 
occurs, including a stimulus generator that causes a person's neck muscles to move the person's 
head backwards, to terminate the physiological process before cessation of breathing occurs .
